James Craig, Ulster premier. In this 
conference the British cabinet chief 
informed Sir James that Sinn Fein 
Ireland had refused to sign alleg­ 
iance to the crown iii return for 
an Ulster agreement to enter an 
all Irish parliament. The pravity or

refusal calls for the references to 
a possible recurrance of hostilities. 
“The government cannot engage 
in a civil war with its nations even 
if the people of Great Britain are 
determined that there shall be no 
war,” declared the Daily News, ad­ 
ding: “Hnat is the dominant factor 
of the situation.'•

“A new war would outrage the 
moral worth of the whole world and 
ould never receive the sanction of 
the British people.

TULSA UNIVERSITY 
AFTER SLICE FROM 
FOUNDATION FUND 


TULSA. Nov. 26.— Officials of tho 
University of Tulsa are making an 
effort this week for $250,000 front 
j the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation. 
The 
money asked is to be made a part 
of the $2,000,000 endowment fund 
the institution now is raising. 
Dr. J. M. Gordon, president of 
the university, now is in New York 
City, 
accompanied 
by 
Ira 
L. 
Reeves, 
manager 
of 
the 
Tulsa 
Chamber of Commerce, making the 
request for the money and present­ 
ing data to the general educational 
commission of the foundation show­ 
ing 
the work the university has 
done and the plans for the future. 
The 
Oklahoma 
Central 
college, 
soon to be built here by the South­ 
ern Methodist church of this state, 
also expects to get aid from the 
Rockifeller 
foundation. 
However, 
that aid is not being sought at the 
present time. The organization for 
the co'lege has just been completed 
and it is probable that the building 
of several 
buildings will 
be put 
through 
before 
aid 
from 
outside 
the state is asked for the $5,000,000 
endowment fund the college officials 
hope to raise.
